On  November  21»,  1963,  at  around  111  30  AH  I vent  to  the  grocery  etare,  and 
when  I returned  home,  my  wife  told  me  that  Lee  Harvey  Oswald  had  been  shot.  I 
then  came  to  the  City  Hall  and  arrived  about  12s 30  HI.  When  I arrived,  Det. 
Senkel,  Turner,  Lt.  Smart,  and  Lt.  Swain  were  in  the  squad  room  going  through 
Jack  Ruby's  property.  About  IsOO  PM  Jack  Ruby  was  brought  to  Capt.  Fritz's 
office,  and  I stood  in  the  hallway  to  keep  people  back  from  Ruby.  I also 
stood  outside  our  office  and  kept  the  people  back  when  Ruby  was  returned  to 
the  jail.
